The city was in a state of great ex­ 
citement Saturday. 
A band of Insur­ 
gents, numbering about 200, raided 
Ranchuelo, near Clenfuegos. province 
of Santa Clara, taking all horses and 
contents of the treasury—$1,700. 
Thirty rural guards 
started ' from 
Clenfuegos for Santa Clara on an ar­ 
mored train. 
The city hall at den* 
fuegos has been fortified. 
The city authorities of Pinar del Rio 
organized a force of 300 special police 
and IOO city militiamen. 
A dispatch from Santiago states that 
rural guards surrounded the town of 
8ongo and captured Urbano Sanchez, 
leader of the insurgents there.

This disturbance will not be of such great force as the preceding, 
but about the time it reaches the great central valleys it will largely 
increase in force; that is not far from September 12. 
Tem peratures will continue to average lower than usual and the 
cool wave following this storm wave will cause killing frosts in Canada 
and some of the Northern States. 
Following September I radical weather will prevail in large sec­ 
tions of the continent and in a few places destructive storms. 
During 
the week centering on September 4 I expect a tropical hurricane on the 
Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico.
